MORNING  AND  EVENING  STARS. 


Definitions. — The  planet  Venus  is  called  a  Morn¬ 
ing  Star  when  she  rises  before  the  Sun,  and  an  Even¬ 
ing  Star  when  she  sets  after  the  Sun.  The  Planets 
Mars,  Jupiter  and  Saturn,  may  be  considered  Morn¬ 
ing  and  Evening  Stars  when  they  rise  shortly  beloro 
the  Sun  or  set  shortly  after  the  Sun,  in  the  same 
manner  as  Venus  does.  But  they  may  also  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  Evening  Stars  when  they  rise  before  twelve 
o’clock  at  night,  and  as  Morning  Stars  when  they  are 
visible  before  sunrise,  until  the  day  when  they  set 
on  or  before  sunrise. 

Morning  Stars. 

Venus,  until  May  6. 

Mars,  until  June  6.  Mars  is  also  visible  before  sun¬ 
rise  until  about  September  5;  after  which  date  he  sets 
before  sunrise  earlier  every  day. 

Jupiter,  until  April  13.  Jupiter  is  also  visible  be¬ 
fore  sunrise  until  about  June  22;  after  which  date  he 
sets  before  sunrise  earlier  every  day. 

Saturn,  from  March  1  to  June  16.  Saturn  is  also  vis¬ 
ible  ix  fore  sunrise  until  about  the  middle  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  when  he  sets  before  sunrise  earlier  every  day. 

Evening  Stars. 

Venus,  after  May  6. 

Mars,  after  June  6,  rising  after  that  date  before 
midnight. 

Jupiter,  after  April  13,  rising  before  m’dnight. 

Saturn  until  Marcli  1,  and  also  after  June  16,  at 
which  date  he  begins  to  rise  before  midnight.

The  first  stage  of  this  disease  with  dogs  is  marked  by  restless 
ness,  and  entire  change  of  behavior  and  habits,  refusal  of  natural  food, 
and  a  morbid  appetite  for  indigestible  substances.  This  stage  is 
sometimes  not  noticed  at  all,  orlasts  but  a  few  hours.  The  rabid  or 
maniacal  stage,  which  follows,  may  last  two  or  three  days,  rarely 
four,  and  always  ends  in  death.  The  symptoms  are  not  continuous, 
but  appear  spasmodically,  and  in  the  intervals  the  creature  appears 
quiet  or  nearly  natural,  recognizing  his  master,  or  relapses  into  a 
stupid  state  when,  if  disturbed,  he  is  very  dangerous.  The  common 
notions  about  hydrophobia  are,  almost  without  exception,  wrong. 
It  is  a  very  rare  disease ;  once  or  twice  in  the  course  of  a  century ;  it 
has,  however,  appeared  in  Europe,  and  spread  in  certain  regions, 
(as  Hamburg  and  the  Austrian  frontier.)  Mad  dogs  do  not  avoid

water:  There  is  NO FOA}l  upon  the  muzzle,  the  mouth  being,  on  the 
contrary,  parched:  The  tongue  i«  not  projected  or  swollen :  The  tail 
is  not  held  close,  but  is  carried  and  wagged  as  usual:  They  do  not 
always  RUN  in  A  straight  line:  It  is  not  developed  spontaneous¬ 
ly  :  The  bite  of  an  angry  dog  cannot  produce  hydrophobia :  The 
most  mi  mte  scratch  upon  the  skin  is  more  to  be  dreaded  than  a  bile 
where  the  blood  flows  freely;  The  poison  can  only  enter  the  system 
by  the  skin,  so  that  the  saliva  of  a  mad  dog  can  be  swallowed  with 
impunity  by  other  dogs  :  The  disease  cannot  be  conveyed  in  the  *ir, 
nor  can  it  be  transported  by  fleas  or  otherwise:  Castrated  or  spayed 
dogs  are  as  liable  to  the  disease  as  any  :  Dogs  may  take  the  disease 
from  foxes,  and  perhaps  other  wild  animals:  They  may  give  it  to  all 
domestic  animals,  including  fowls :  Lastly,  the  idea  that  it  arises 
by  itself  is  rejected  by  all  the  best  authorities  who  have  studied  the 
subject,  including  Youatt,  Magendie.  Dupuytren,  Virchow,  and  many 
others ;  neither  the  season  of  the  year,  the  temperature,  want  of  free¬ 
dom,  etc.,  are  the  direct  causes  of  the  disease.

Meteors  are  luminous  bodies  which  frequently  pass  over  a  great 
extent  of  country,  and  are  seen  for  some  seconds  of  time.  Many 
leave  a  train  of  glowing  sparks ;  others  explode  with  reports  like  the 
discharge  of  artillery,  the  pieces  either  continuing  their  course  or 
falling  to  the  earth  as  aerolites;  while  still  greater  numbers  burn 
witnout  noise  a  ad  are  vaporized.  An  aerolite  is  a  meteor,  or  a  piece

of  a  meteor,  which  fails  to  the  ground.  And  a  shooting-star  is  a  little 
meteor  which  turns  to  gas.  or  vapor,  before  it  gets  down  to  the  earth. 
Astronomers  used  to  think  that  meteors  came  from  the  moon ;  hut  that 
idea  is  pretty  generally  exploded  now.  There  are  probably  no  active 
volcanoes  on  the  moon  Yet  granting  that  there  are,  it  would  require  a 
most  amazing  force  to  throw  these  stones  beyond  the  reach  of  its  at¬ 
traction.  It  is  pretty  certain  that  nothing  ever  gets  away  from  the 
grasp  of  a  planet,  or  satellite,  so  large  and  strong  as  the  moon.
